“Bill Grauel came to mind immediately,” said Ja- 
son. 

Born in Kitchener, Ontario, Grauel served in the 
Royal Canadian Air Force during World War II be- 
fore coming to East Jordanin 1949. Married to Frances 
Mary Malpass, he began working at Northwestern 
State Bank as a teller/bookkeeper. 

Becoming a United States citizen in the 1950s, he 
commented that though he will always love Canada,

EJ man arrested 
for bank robbery

A preliminary exam is scheduled this afternoon for 
an East Jordan man charged with the armed robbery of 
a Mancelona bank June 15. 

Paul Isaacs, 28, was arrested in Detroit June 22 by 
the Michigan State Police Fugitive Task Force. After 
being transported back to Bellaire by Antrim County 
Sheriff Dale Roggenbeck, Isaacs was arraigned June 
23 at the 87th District Court in Bellaire, charged with 
one count of armed robbery and one count of commit- 
ting a felony with a firearm. 

About $7,500 was stolen from the FMB Mancclona 
branch on US-131 June 15. The Antrim County Sher- 
iff Department received a tip the following day that 
Isaacs may have robbed the bank, and that he might be 
in the Detroit area. 

Police recovered $2,200 in cash stolen from the 
bank, which they traced from serial numbers, the 
suspected gelaway car, a 1986 Chevrolet Nova, and a 
handgun which may have been used in the robbery — 
all in a home where police had spotted Isaacs. 

The suspect will be represented by court-appointed 
attorney Janct Mistele of Elk Rapids. He is being held 
in the Antrim County Jail, in licu of $250,000 bond. 


“The U.S. is the best country in the world!” 

Grauel rapidly climbed the ranks at the bank (now 
FMB Northwestern), from assistant cashierin 1952 to 
vice president by 1963. He joined the bank board in 
1974 and became president in 1976. 

He retired from the presidency in 1987. 

Grauel was active in many professional organiza- 
tions, and served as director of Michigan Bankers 
Association. He attended University of Michigan, 
University of Wisconsin, and Rutgers University 
schools of banking. 

Grauel also made his mark on the community, 
serving on the library board as treasurer for 26 years; 
the East Jordan branch of Charlevoix County Hos- 
pice; the Chamber of Commerce; and East Jordan 
Rotary. He served as director of many organizations 
including Community Chest, Charlevoix County 
Hospital, Scenic Trails Council of Boy Scouts, and 


United Fund of Michigan. 

Grauel was also very active inthe church, becoming 
an elder at First Presbyterian. He served as area vice 
president of Presbyterian Men, and was a delegate to 
the national Presbyterian conference, 


He was instrumental in procuring the Boswell Field 
scoreboard. More recently, the Grauels dealt with 
family tragedy by serving the education of local 
students, establishing the very generous William H. 
Grauel, Jr. Memorial Scholarship in the aftermath of 
the death of son Billy. The scholarship will provide 
full four-year tuition at Michigan State University for 
one East Jordan High School senior annually. 


The Grauels have four daughters and another son. 
Although they now spend most of the year in Florida, 
they maintain close friends and family connections in 
East Jordan and visit often. 


New school building? 


Facility review committee looking at question

Will the East Jordan Schoo] Board soon be asking 
the community for a new school building? 

That is the question a facility review committee will 
determine in a scries of meetings beginning in early 
July. 

Though the committee will debate a subject that was 
addressed just two years ago, the limited options are 


_More apparent. The previous attempt provided only 


the short-term soluuion of shifting and remodeling 
existing classrooms. Meanwhile overcrowding has 
increased and school population projection figures 
show the trend will continue. 

Superintendent Chip Hansen said that the board 
wants the committee to look further into the future. 

“The committee should provide rationale that says 
this is a good decision not just today, but in 15 years,” 
said Hansen. 

Hansen feels much of the information collected for 
the former committee continues to be pertinent. It will 
be distributed in advance to committee members, 
along with updated population figures, for study be- 
fore the commitice meets. The board has directed that 
mecting time be a minimal burden for commitice 
members. 

To that end, board member John Kempton outlined 
an agenda that will pia ae within a 
maximum of five meetings’ Kempton will serve as a 
facilitator of the committec. 

Although the board considered five possible op- 
lions, only three were deemed practical. Several board 
members voiced strong opinions that adding portable 
facilitics or introducing split scheduling are not con- 
ducive to quality education.

Kempton said the review committee will be em- 
powered to choose to renovate or add on to existing 
structures; build anew middle school; or build anew 
high school. After the choice is made, the committee 
will make decisions on the scope of the enterprise, 
including size, funding, and supervision of construc- 
tion. 

While the options are more clearly defined and 
limited than for the previous facility review, board 
members agreed the commitice will actually have 
more power of decision. 

“They'll have to reach a consensus," said Kempton, 
“and when you reach consensus there is compro- 
mise.’ Kempton said the board definitely does not 
want the committee to have the perception that ‘it's 
our way of getting what we want.” 

It was noted board members and administration will 
act only as resource and advisory personnel and will 
have no vote within the committee. Hansen, Kempton,

Future visits past 


This year, Central Lake High School students learned 
first-hand about their home town history from the 
folks who have actually been there. 

A project in Jim Dewey’s ninth and 10th-grade 
social studies class gave students the opportunity to 
interview one-on-one some of Central Lake’s most 
esteemed citizens, many of whom represent several 
generations of local families. 

Art teacher Debbie McDowell distributed photo- 
graphs of some of the many unique homes in the 
village and, using their choice of medium, students 
designed their versions of local architecture. 

Torch/Journal contributing writer Priscilla Arcure, 
as a member of the Central Lake Historical Society, 
was instrumental in orchestrating the projects. She is 
very interested in local architecture, photographing 
and collecting information on over 100 area homes. 
Her photographs were used for the art project. 

“Many of the homes can be traced to lumbering 
days,” said Arcure. “House plans those days weren’t 
as available as they are today and some plans were 
obtained through mail order catalogs.” She noted that 
individualized versions of the same house plan each 
have their own character and are excellent examples 
of the designs of the period. 

Teachers were enthusiastic about the project. 

“It gave students a sense of pride in their town,” said 
Dewey. “I think it helped them see past their own 
lives.” 

Arcure said she hopes the project will continue next 
year, and expand into the English department, as well. 
She said members of the society feel it is a wonderful 
way to expose young people to Central Lake’s inter- 
esting history. 

“The society was impressed with the cooperation 
from the teachers and students and we wish to extend 
our gratitude,” she concluded. 

The society hopes to have the artwork on 
display at a local business in the near future. The 
interviews will be published in the Torch as a 
series, beginning today with Jo Somerville by 
Missy McKay and Shawn Scott.

Jo Somerville ' 


We learned a lot from our interview with Mrs, 
Somerville. We found out she was born in Rogers 
City. Both of her parents died when she was young. 
As a result she moved in with the Burs family, just 
outside of Central Lake. She moved around the age of 
13. 

She attended Central Lake schools, and had many 
interesting experiences here. She used to get to school 
by walking. They had sports then, but she did not play 
any. 

We found out she married Glen Somerville. She 
met him at church dances. He later died of cancer. She 
had fourchildren. Theirnames are Barbara, Maureen, 
Jim and Ken. They all attended Central Lake schools, 
too. 

Mrs. Somerville said most of the kids in Central 
Lake used to work inthe canning factories in Ellsworth 
and Central Lake. She worked at the factory in 
Ellsworth. 

They did a variety of things for fun. One thing they 
did was go to church dances. Another thing they did 
for fun was to go to free movies, which they held in 
town on Wednesdays. She said everyone used to love 
going to the free movies. 

They also liked to go sledding. Many of the children 
would slide down Dean Hill, but she enjoyed sledding 
down Esseltine Hill. : 

She talked about WWII a little bit. She told us that 
her grandfather served in WWII. Both of her sons 
were also in the service. 

She also talked about Smallagen Smith Store. She 
said that everyone used to go there, until it eventually 
burned down.There used to be two banks and two 
doctor offices. The post office was located about 
where the Chatterbox is now. 

We learned a lot about Central Lake from our 
interview with Mrs. Somerville.

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‘Tax increase for CL village unopposed 


CENTRAL LAKE - Only five community mem- 
bers attended a June 13 public hearing on increasing 
village property taxes. But the small amount of the 
increase — 0.18 of a mill specified in public notices 
prior to the meeting — may have been the reason, 

Originally, the village collected a total of 11 mills (9 
mills for general operating — eventually reduced to 
8.5; 1 for streets; 1 for water), village president Don 
Siefried noted. That 10.5 total was eroded in 1993 due 
to the Headlee Amendment, which requires taxing 
entities to rollback millages when rising property val- 
ues create revenues that exceed the rate of inflation. 

To avoid the rollback, a public hearing to propose 
collection of the full amount must be held. Since the 
village opted to bypass the hearing process last year, 
the 10.5 mill total was reduced to 10.32 mills. Last

Monday night’s move will restore the lost fraction. 

“Basically, this will allow us to collect two-tenths 
of a mill more than 1993,” Siefried explained. “It will 
clear up a lot of bookkeeping by rounding the num- 
bers back to what they were.”’ 

The village has the authority to collect as much as 
17.5 mills without going to voters for approval, Sie fried 
noted. 

In response to the only audience question — “Why 
not go back to the original nine mills?” — Siefried said 
the proposal had not been advertised at that amount. 
The 10.5 mill proposal will be adequate to fund 
anticipated needs, he said. 

The SEV of village property inc.eased by over $1 
million in 1994, assessor Norm Perkins subsequently 
stated.

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MADD supports new y underage drinking law 


The message is clear and Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving (MADD) wants 
it driven all the way home: If you're 
under the legal drinking age in Michi- 
gan and you drive, you lose yourdriver’s 
license and face other penalties. 

The days are over when the underage 
drinking driver is held to the same stan- 
dard of illegal intoxication as the adult 
motorist who can purchase and con- 
sume alcohol legally. 

Last weck in Lansing Governor John 
Engler signed into law what is being 
called ‘zero tolerance” for underage 
drinking and driving. As of Nov. 1, 
1994, those under age 21 caught drink- 
ing and driving — even one beer in their 
system — may lose their licenses, face 
fines and be required to do community 
service. 

House Representative Frank 
Fitzgerald (R), Dictrict 7] (Grand 
Ledge), was the primary sponsor of the 
life-saving legislation.

percent for underage drinking drivers. 
It is illegal for minors to purchase or 
consume alcohol yet they are not 
charged with an impaired driving vio- 
lation until they reach the same illegal 
levels as adults (.08 and .10 BAC). This 
change to a lower BAC will make it 
easier to enforce and prosecute under- 
age drinking and driving violations be- 
fore youths reach the deadlier blood 
alcohol levels. 

MADD witnessed the bill signing 
ceremony as an endorsement of the 
hard-won changes. 

Bethany Goodman, Executive Direc- 
tor, MADD, Michigan, said, “This new 
law removes a deadly inconsistency 
that has made it too easy for too long for 
our teens to engage ina deadly game of 
‘beat the system.’ Unfortunately, when 
they lost, too often it was the ultimate 
loss. Let them face losing their driving 
privileges rather than a limb, a friend, 
their abilities through brain injury, their 
potential or their futures.

AN ORDINANCE, granting to MICHIGAN CONSOLIDATED GAS COMPANY, its successors and 
assigns, the right, power, and authority to lay, maintain, and operate gas mains, pipes and services 
on, along, across and under the highways, streets, alleys, bridges and other public places, and to do 
a local gas business in the CITY OF EAST JORDAN, CHARLEVOIX COUNTY, MICHIGAN for a 
period of twenty years. 

THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Grant of Gas Franchise and Consent to Laying of Pipes, Etc, Subject to all the terms and 


| conditions mentioned in this ordinance, consent is hereby given to Michigan Consolidated Gas Company, 
{| a corporation organized under the laws of the State of Michigan (the “Company”), and to its successors | 
| and assigns, to lay, maintain, operate, and use gas pipes, mains, conductors, service pipes, and other 
1 necessary equipment in the highways, streets, alleys, and other public places in the City of East Jordan, 


Charlevoix County, Michigan, and a franchise is hereby granted to the Company, its successors and 


i assigns, to transact local business in said City of East Jordan for the purposes of conveying gas into and 
through and supplying and selling gas in said City of East Jordan and all other matters incidental thereto. 


Gas Service and Extension of System. If the provisions and conditions herein contained 


{ are accepted by the company, as in Section 6 hereof provided, then the Company shall furnish gas to 
; applicants residing therein in accordance with applicable laws, rules and regulations; and provided further 


that such initial installation and any extensions shall be subject to the Main Extension provisions, the Area 
Expansion Program provisions (if and where applicable), and other applicable provisions now or from time 
to time hereafter contained in the Company's Rules and Regulations for Gas Service as filed with the 
Michigan Public Service Commission or successor agency having similar jurisdiction. 

Section 3, Use of Streets and other Public Places, The Company, its successors and assigns, shall 
not unnecessarily obstruct the passage of any of the highways, streets, alleys, orother public places within 
said City of East Jordan and shall within a reasonable time after making an opening or excavation, repair 
the same and leave it in as good condition as before the opening or excavation was made. The Company, 
its successors and assigns, shall use due care in exercising the privileges herein contained and shall be 
liable to said City of East Jordan for all damages and costs which may be recovered against the City of 
East Jordan arising from the default, carelessness, or negligence of the company or its officers, agents, 
and servants. 

No road, street, alley, or highway shall be opened for the laying of trunk lines or lateral mains except upon 
application to the Highway Commissioner or the City of East Jordan or other authority having jurisdiction 
in the premises, stating the nature of the proposed work and the route. Upon receipt of such application, 
it shall be the duty of the Highway Commissioners or the City Commission, or such other authority as may 
have jurisdiction, to issue a permit to the company to do the work proposed. 

i ndition The Company is 
now under the jurisdiction of the Michigan Public Service Commission to the extent provided by statute: 
and the rates to be charged for gas, and the standards and conditions of service and operation hereunder,

CENTRAL LAKE- Switching toa different prod- 
uct may change dust control practices in the village — 
and save hundreds of dollars in the process. 

The substance — a pulp wood by-product known as 
Lignin Liquor ~ has been widely used in Sweden and 
Califomia for more than 30 years. Some northwest 
Michigan communities — Ellsworth, East Jordan and 
Boyne City among them — have been among the more 
recent converts to the water-soluble dust suppressant. 

DPW Superintendent Ron Donaldson told village 
officials at their June 13 meeting that Central Lake 
has joined those ranks on an experimental basis for 


1994, 

“It washes off easy and it’s about as close to DNR- 
approved as you Can get these days,” he stated, noting 
the product has already been applied in Thurston 
Park. 

Although initial application costs for Lignin Liquor 
are higher ($900 as opposed to $736 for salt brine), 
there should be no need for a second and third appli- 
cation, as required last year with the brine, Donaldson 
said. 

According to Scott Way, president of Northern 
Michigan Dust Control, one advantage of the liquor is 
its continued effectiveness, even in dry weather. 

Another plus is the binding nature of lignin, which 
is separated from wood fibers during the paper-mak- 


Boat accident victim still recovering 


The injuries an Indian River man suffered in a 
boating accident on Torch Lake last year are still 
serious enough to keep him off the job, according to his 
parents Henry and Frances Holser of Central Lake. 

The June 10 incident which left James Holser, 38, 
with broken bones in his leg and pelvis happened 
when Antrim County Sheriff Department marine 
deputy Scott McCartney struck the slowly-trolling 
boat with the faster-moving patrol boat. 

Henry said along pin inserted in James’ hip and leg 
was removed March 21, but he is not expected to 
return to his job at the Indian River Department of 
Natural Resources office for at least six months. 
Henry said his son’s left Jeg is a half-inch shorter than 
the right, and he has a limp. 

Henry believes that if and when James goes back to 
work, he may not be able to return to his physically 
demanding duties as a firefighter forthe DNR. Mean- 
while, a lawsuit filed last year in Antrim County 
Circuit Court is continuing. 

“The county claimed govemmental immunity, so 
Judge Tom Power dismissed the county’s part of it,” 
he stated. The Holsers are appealing that decision.

Since then, they have added marine patrol supervi- 
sor Jerry Klooster to the suit. Antrim County Sheriff 
Dale Roggenbeck said Klooster resigned some time 
after the accident for unrelated reasons.
